Adoption of a new amusement 
licensing ordinance was held up 
by the Board of Supervisors this 
week until Monday when it was 
learned that an applicant for a 
license 
to operate a 
child ie n s 
amusement park as a permanent 
business has complained that the 
$5 per day fee which is now in 
effect and would continue in ef­ 
fect in the new ordinance, is too 


high. 
. . 
Supervisor Paul Anderson said 
that obviously the ordinance 
is 
not intended to cover a perma­ 
nent operation and some consid­ 
eration should be given to 
in­ 
cluding 
different 
fees for 
non­ 
transient operators. 
The new ordinance is to replace 
the present one which has hern 
in existence since Jan. 25, 1926 
¡ It has some new provisions, hut 
contemplates no change 
in the 
present fees. 
The new ordinance provides for 
the issuance of licenses by the tax 
collector instead of the clerk of 
the Board of Supervisors, exempts 
amusement activities for which no 
admission is charged, and exempts 
established local 
civic organisa­ 
tions from the license fee require­ 
ment. 
Fees 
continue 
a* follows: 
150 
for each day or part of a day for 
a circus, animal show or carni­ 
val; $5 per day o r part of a day 
for each sideshow, game of skill, 
merry-go-round, fe rris wheel, etc . 
for which a separate admission is 
charged: $15 for each day or part 
of a day for a ll other musical, 
¡theatrical, acrobatic or other such 
exhibitions held in a tent or any 
j place other than in a permanent 
building.
